T he big story about 
prices received by 
stockmen and other farm¬ 
ers in September isn’t that 
• they declined 

three points 
to 134, though 
they did that. 
Or, that prices 
paid by stock- 
men held at 
kiciiaimkon their record 
high 161, though they did 
that. No, the big story is 
that the parity ratio fell 
from its rovised 60 for Au¬ 
gust to 69 in September. 

That’s the lowest 
parity ratio In more 
than 48 years—since 
April 19331 Lower 
prices for cattle as well 
pa corn and soybonns 
were mainly respons¬ 
ible for that decline. 

The 134 was 8 points 
(6.6%) below a year ago. 
The 161 prices paid index 
was up 10 points (7.1%) 
above a year ago. The ratio 
of price9 received to prices 
paid was off 2 points to 89. 
It has stood at 101 a year 
ago. For those who can 
remerabor back, it wus 
August 1973 when the pari¬ 
ty ratio reached 
106-abovo 100 for the 
first time since tho days of 
the Korean Wur. And, the 
last time it's reached that 
ptonttodnte. 

Parity stayed in the 
high 60s throughout 
the first five months of 
1977, then trolled off to 
63—a new modern 
low—In August and 
September of that 
year. It averaged 66 
for the full year. 

It rallied somewhat in 
1978, though it never was 
higher than 76. And aver¬ 
aged 70 for the year. More 
°f the same in 1979 when it 
averaged 71 for the year. 

Jt year, parity hit a low 
of 60 in April, stayed at 61 
through June, peaked at 67 
to August and averaged 64 
*or the year. The lowest 
years average since the

USDA drafts plan 
grading leaner beef 


USDA plans to allow 
loaner beef to qualify for its 
top quality grades as sug¬ 
gested by the National Cat¬ 
tlemen's Assn., according 
to a draft copy of the 
agency's proposed new 
beef grading standards ob¬ 
tained by CNS. 

Tho standard revisions 
would allow leaner beef to 
qualify for the U.S. prime 
and U.S., choice grades 
without significantly 
lowering the palatability of 
either grade. 

Tho draft proposal would 
offer annual savings of 
$100 million or more 
through reduced feeding 
costs for grain fed beef. 

Since the proposal is only 
a draft, further changes are 
possible before USDA com¬ 
pletes its plans. 

Undor the proposal, the 
minimum amount of marbl¬ 
ing required for steer, 
heifer and cow beef in tho 
“A” maturity range (cattle 
up to about 30 months of 
ago) would be lowered to 
“minimum moderate” for 
the prime grade, to 
“typical alight" for choice 
and to “minimum traces” 
for the good grade. 

Under the current sys¬ 
tem, beef in the “A" range 
mu9t have at least "slight¬ 
ly abundant” marbling to 
qualify for the prime grade, 
“minimum email” marbl¬ 
ing for the choice grade and 


"minimum slight" marbl¬ 
ing for the good grade. 

USDA elected not to 
base quality grades on fat 
thickness or fat color under 
the proposal, because those 
factors could creat pro¬ 
blems for USDA graders 
and could contribute to in¬ 
accuracies in grading, 
USDA said. 

USDA also proposes to 
eliminate the standard 
grade and to grade as 
"utility” all beef failing to 
meet the minimum quality 
requirements for the good 
grade. 

For cattle in the “TV 
maturity range (about 30-to 
42 months of ago), the draft 
proposal would require an 
increase of two degrees of 
marbling from the pro¬ 
posed “A” range 
minimuins for each grade. 

Tho draft made no pro¬ 
posals for changing current 
yield grading require¬ 
ments. The American Meat 
Institute earlier this year 
petitioned USDA to return 
yield grades for beef car¬ 
casses to a voluntary op¬ 
tion for users of USDA’S 
grading services. 

The draft said USDA 
standards for grades of 
slaughter cattle would be 
revised to reflect the 
changes proposed for the 
beef carcass grade stan¬ 
dards.

Tho bulk of the fall feeder 
cattle movement will occur 
after the first killing frost, 
according to livestock 
analysts and feeder cattle 
dealers contacted by CNS. 

Feeder cattle runs are 
likely to peak the last week 
of October and the first two 
weeks of November, the 
sources projected. A larger 
percentage of yearlings 
already have moved, com¬ 
pared with calves, they 
agreed. 

A widespread killing 
frost will occur throughout 
much of the Midwest, ac¬ 
cording to Global Weather 
Services. The frost could 
extend as far south as Nor¬ 
thern Arkansas, GWS said, 

Excellent fall grazing 
conditions and unattrac¬ 
tive feeder cattle prices 
have resulted in feeder cat¬ 
tle being held off the 
market, said Bob Price, 
Western Livestock 


Marketing Information 
project leader. Cheap feed 
will limit price pressure on 
feeder cattle, he said. 

"Our receipts (of feeder 
cattle) have been down 
20% from a year ago," said 
Gene Sorrel, feeder cattle 
dealer with Sitton, Coots 
and Swords of Hopkins¬ 
ville, Ky. 

Most of the yearlings 
have been sold in the 
Southeast and about 40% 
of the calves have moved, 
Sorrel said. The yearlings 
moved two weeks earlier 
than usual this fall because 
feeder prices would 
weaken, he said. 

Yearling prices could lose 
as much as $6.00 to $7.00 
per cwt. whon the bulk of 
these cattle move, said 
Dick Hummel, farmers 
grain and livestock 
analyst. Hummel esti¬ 
mated that less than 40% 
of the yearlings nationally 


have been sold. 

High Plains and Corn 
Belt yearling prices will 
overage from $62.00 to 
$64.00 during the peak 
movement and calf prices 
will average from $66.00 to 
$68.00, Price said. In- 
weights of feeder cattle will 
be 80 lb. above a year ago 
because of the excellent 
grazing conditions, he 
added. 

Feedlota will place more 
yearlings thou calves this 
year, Price said. However, 
the excellent wheat pasture 
prospects will support calf 
prices, ho said. 

If the Southeast ex¬ 
periences a wamer-than- 
usuol fall, Sorrel said, 
feeder cattle movement 
could stretch Into January, 
which would lessen the 
pressure on prices.

Legislation being in¬ 
troduced in the House of 
Representatives would 
mako certain that imported 
meat was subject to the 
same inspection standards 
as domestically produced 
meat, the National Cattle¬ 
men's Assn, said recently. 

The legislation, to bo of¬ 
fered soon after Congress 
returns Oct. 13 from recess, 
will be in the form of 'an 
amendment to the Federal 
Meat Inspection Act. NCA 
said the measure would re¬ 
quire that foreign meat 
suppliers comply with the 
same species, residue and 
chemical use standards im¬ 
posed on U.S. meat pro¬ 
ducers. The amendment 
will bo introduced on the 
House floor, as part of the 
farm bill, by Congressman 
Glenn English (D-Okla.j, a 
member of the House Agri¬ 
culture Committee, 

"The basic Meat Inspec¬ 
tion Law requires that in¬ 
spection of meat imported 
into the U.S. be equal to 
that for U.S-produced 
meat/' said J.W. (Bill) 
Swan, NCA president. 
"However, at present our 
government tolerates a 
double standard when it 
comes to various chemicals 
and animal drugs used in 
producing meat products. 
Standards applied to U.S. 
livestock production are 
not necessarily applied to 
overseas production:” 

The English amendment 


would prohibit the importa¬ 
tion of meat whose produc¬ 
tion involved use of any 
animal drug or chemical 
(such as DES and DDT) 
which has been banned in 
the U.S. In the case of 
chemicals neither approved 
nor banned in the U.S., the 
USDA would have to deter¬ 
mine whether the uBe of 
such products constituted 
adulteration of meet. 
USDA would be able to use 
data developed in the ex¬ 
porting nation to moke its 
evaluation of potential 
danger from residues. 

Swan said the English 
amendment does not con¬ 
tain provisions which have 
been considered non-tariff 
trade barriers by critics of 
other inspection legisla¬ 
tion. He said that the 
amendment has had exten¬ 
sive legal review and that it 
should not trigger trade re¬ 
taliation. 

It has the same thrust as 
the NCA-supported Mel- 
chor amendment to the 
Senate farm bill—but with 
some modifications. 

"Under the English 
amendment," he said, 

1 ‘standards for imported 
meat could not be less 
stringent than those for 
U.S. meat. If use of-a given 
product in the U.S. is con¬ 
sidered unsafe for the 
American public, then its 
use In producing imported 
meat obviously should not 
be considered safe,"

tho economy will begin to 
improve in July 1982. 
Along with that, he said, 
interest rates will decline, 
with the prime rate bottom¬ 
ing aL 14% in August 1982. 
Interest rates will then rise 
guing into the fall, he said. 

The inflution rate will 
continue in decline in 1982 
as well, Moor said. How¬ 
ever, increasing unemploy¬ 
ment, to 8% by the end of 
1981, will remain near that 
level through inid 1982, he 
predicted, and will also 
negatively affect consumer 
buying. 

The economic situation 
has made consumers cost 
conscious and they no 
longer buy in anticipation 
of rising prices, he said. 

Another economist, 
George Abraham of 
Abraham and Associates 
Inc., said the percentage of 
consumer income spent on 
meat and poultry is the 
lowest in decades. Con¬ 
sumer demand will be the 
key to meat prices in 1982, 
he told CNS. 

Abraham said 4.1% of ■ 
disposable personal income 
is now spent on red meat 
and poultry. He predicted 
consumers will have 11.6 to 
12% more spendable 
monBy in 1982, and that 
they would spend 4 to 6% 
more on meat and poultry. 
That would increase in¬ 
come spent on food only 
slightly to 4.3% at the 
most, however. 

Demand will be espe¬ 
cially important in 1982 
because of record red meat 
and poultry supplies, 
Abraham Bold..

Cattlemen’s Assn, 
backs amendment 

Identical inspection stan¬ 
dards should be required of 
foreign meat as those re¬ 
quired of domestic meats 
says the president of the 
Independent Cattlemen’s 
Assn. 

Roy Wheeler of Pleasan¬ 
ton, Texas, says his group 
strongly supports an 
amendment to the 1981 
Farm Bill requiring all 
meat products imported in¬ 
to the U.S. to be "subject 
to the inspection, sanitary, 
quality, species verification 
and residue standards ap¬ 
plied to products produced 
in the U.S." 

The amendment, spon¬ 
sored by Senator John 
Melcher of Montana and 
co-9ponsorod by Senator 
Lloyd Bentsen or Texas, 
was passed unopposed in 
the Senate version of the 
farm bill. 

Wheeler pointod out 
American consumers can't 
protect themselves from 
foreign beef because it is 
co-mlngled with domestic 
beef. Adequate meat in¬ 
spections must be made of 
both domestic and foreign 
products before they roach 
the American public. 

The proposed legislation 
could relieve an inequity 
American cattlemen have 
been burdened with for 
years, Wheeler says. 

"The present standards 
°ur own beef must meet are 
stringent and costly to 
American packing houses," 
Wheeler says. "Some small 
slaughter houses have been 
forced to close their doors 
rather than make the ex- 
•pensive changes required 
to process meat. If this is 
the price we must pay for 
the high quality meat 
Americana demand, then 
these standards must be 
hnposed equally.”

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With fluctuating aiul oc¬ 
casionally high interest 
rales in the offing, bor¬ 
rowers should bo aware of 
recent Texas legislation 
relating to interest rate 
ceilings. 

House Bill 1228, dealing 
with permissible interest 
rate ceilings in Texas, 
became law last May 8 and 
provides alternative inter¬ 
est rate ceilings that apply 
to almost all types of loans. 
Exceptions include loans 
for mobile homes and home 
solicitation transactions. 

The law allows creditors 
(lenders) to choose on in¬ 
terest rate allowed by a 
weekly, monthly, quarterly 
or annual ceiling, points 
out Dr. Ashloy Lovell of 
Stophenvillc, economist 
with the Texas Agricul¬ 
tural Extension Service, 


Texas A&M University 
System. This rate is 
calculated for each of the 
Lime periods on the basis of 
weekly auction rates of 
U.S. treasury bills. 

An example of a recent 
interest rate based on this 
new legislation is as 
follows: a 24% interest rate 
applied for the weekly rate 
for Aug. 2-1-30, for the mon¬ 
thly rate for August, for 
the quarterly rate for July 
1-Sept. 30, and for the an¬ 
nual rate for July 1, 
1981-June 30, 1982. 

In this example, borrow¬ 
ings for personal, family, 
household or agricultural 
uses would bo subject to a 
24% per annum maximum 
rate. Credit in excess of 
$260,000 for business, com¬ 
mercial, investment and 
similar uses would be sub¬ 
ject to a 28% per annum 


limitation. 

The state interest coiling 
law docs not uffect federal 
preemptions for agricul¬ 
tural loans, notes Lovell. 

Regarding the provisions 
of this new law, Lho 
economist notes tho Follow¬ 
ing items for agricultural 
producers: 

•Thu law applies to 
variable rate loans. 

•A monthly ceiling is 
available only in variable 
rate contracts. 

•Once a creditor has 
chosen a ceiling rate, such 
as the weekly rate, for a 
particular contract, he can 
not change to another ceil¬ 
ing rate during the life of 
that contract. 

•Applicable rules of tho 
law to a specific situation 
depend on whether an 
open-end account or h clos¬ 


ed-end conLracl is involved. 
An open-end account is a 
typical charge account or a 
revolving loan agreement. 

• If the open- or closed- 
end loan is on a variable in¬ 
terest rate, the rate charg¬ 
ed must not oxceed the ceil¬ 
ing chosen for that agree¬ 
ment. 

•Once parties have 
agreed on an interest rate, 
they are Also considered to 
have agreed to any lessor 
rate that a creditor may 
elect or be required to im¬ 
plement, unless other ar¬ 
rangements have been 
made. 

•Regarding an open-end 


account, onco n fixed rato is 
elected for u qunrter or o 
year, that rate muy not be 
increased during tho 
specified period. 

•If a borrower rufuses an 
interest rate increase on an 
open-end account, he has 
the right to pay off the ex¬ 
isting bulnncu, ill the old 
rate and over Lho time 
period, under Lho same 
terms as prior to tho ruto 
change. However, addi¬ 
tional charges to that ac¬ 
count will bo subject to the 
now terms. 

•Applicable ceilings for 
renewals and extensions 
are the same ns nny oLhor

(OMB) contains plans to 
study the feasibility of 
charging user fees for meat 
and poultry inspection, a 
USDA official said re¬ 
cently. 

Donald Houston, head of 
USDA’a Food Safety and 
Inspection Service, said 
these plans are something 
of a compromise between 
USDA officials and 
"strong forces within 
OMB" who disagree on 
whether such user fees 
would be appropriate. 

Speaking at tho Amer¬ 
ican Meat Institute annual 
meeting, Houston said top 
USDA officials are against, 
user fees for a mandatory 
public health program like 
moat inspection. However, 
ho noted that some at OMB 
favor the iden of user fees 
as a means of recouping the 
cost of federal inspection 
programs. 

Houston said the fiscal 
1983 budget package colls 
for further reductions in 



tho FSIS budget. That 
budgot has already been 
the target of substantial 
cuts for fiscal 1982 and will 
be subject to an additional 
12% cut recently requested 
of all federal agencies by 
President Ronald Reagan. 

The additional 12% cut 
would mean a reduction of 
$40 million in FSIS’ fiscal 
1982 operating budget, 
Houston said. The cut 
would require FSIS to 
eliminate 1,900 meat in¬ 
spector jobs, an action that 
would severely limit 
USDA’S ability to main- 
tain its current level of in¬ 
spection. 

As previously reported 
by CNS, USDA intends to 
propose legislation that 
would give USDA author¬ 
ity to determine the fre¬ 
quency of inspection at pro¬ 
cessing plants. This would 
help ease some of FSIS’ 
1982 budget pressures. 
Under current law USDA 
must provide continuous 
inspection at processing 
plants, meaning that a 
USDA inspector must visit 
each federally inspected 


plant at least once a day. 

Under this legislative 
proposal, the frequency of 
inspection at a given pro¬ 
cessing plant would be 
determined by three fac¬ 
tors—the plant's ability to 
monitor its own produc¬ 
tion, the degree of risk in¬ 
herent in the particular 
type of processing opera¬ 
tion and the plant's history 
of compliancae with USDA 
regulations. 

Houston said plants 
operating under USDA ap¬ 
proved quality control pro¬ 
grams should be capable of 
meeting the monitoring 
criteria the proposal would 
set for non-continuous in¬ 
spection. He said 36 plants 
nationwide now have 
USDA approved control 
programs. 

However, Houston said 
FSIS expects the neat in¬ 
dustry's interest in es¬ 
tablishing quality control 
programs to grow and is 
concerned that interest 
might grow faster than 
FSIS’ ability to provide 
technical assistance in 
developing these pro¬ 
grams. 



Statistics bureau increase estimate 


The Bureau of Statistics 
has increased its estimate 
of Australia a cattle herd to 
26.16 million head, up 
379,000 from the earlier 
estimate.

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Early beef negotiations out, says senior Japanese official 


Although the U.S. effort 
to soil more agricultural 
products to Japan is one of 
major interest to the 

Japanese government, a 

senior Japanese official 
iaid this week that the U.S. 
should not expect too much 
from this week's bilateral 
consultations. 


The meetings are 
“merely for exchanging 
views over the supply and 
demand situation on feed 
grain, soybeans and other 
farm products," Hiroya 
Sano, director of the 
ministry’s economic 
bureau, said in an interview 
with Unicom News. 


Sano heads the Japanese 
delegation to the annual 
meetings between USDA 
and the Ministry of 


Agriculture, Forestry and 
Fisheries. 

The U.S. group will bo 
led by Seeley Lodwick, 
USDA deputy interna¬ 
tional affairs secretary. 
Agriculture Secretary John 
Block will not attend the 
meeting but will confer 
with the head of the 
ministry, Takro Kameoka, 
and with foreign minister 
Sunao Sonoda and other 
Japanese officials during 
his Far East tour, accord¬ 
ing to the U.S. embassy. 

Sano said "there's no for¬ 
mal request to us to buy 
more U.S. grain, 1 am 
aware that the U.S. . . 
wants us to increase 
stockpiling, but no discus¬ 
sion on that will take 
place" during the next 
meeting.

"We cannot tell private 
companies to store more 
(grain), yet the ministry 
can do nothing under the 
austere budgot" that 
featured zero growth in tho 
ministry's spending, he 
said.

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Windmills have been 
nart of the landscape for 
about as long as anybody 
can remember. New Mexico 
is the perfect place for 
windmills, most of the 

time. 

They are mechanical con¬ 
traption 9 with lots of built 

in creaking and groaning, 
but they're fairly reliable. 
They can be set- up in re¬ 
mote areas and will operate 
without much attention for 
long periods of time. If the 
well isn't too deep, they are 
fairly efficient. 

The real trouble with 
windmills is that they stop 
working when the wind 
stops blowing. It seems 
like the wind is always 
blowing in New Mexico, 
but the spring tempests 
fade to a breeze and finally 
to a whisper by June, July 
and August. 


Day ufter day can pass in 
Now Mexico's summer 
months when the wind 
isn’t blowing hard enough 
to turn a windmill. Unfor¬ 
tunately, that's when 
livestock need water the 
most. And that's where 
windmill technology comes 
apart; the wind is free 
power until it stops blow¬ 
ing. 

If there's anything New 
Mexico has more of than 
wind, it's sunshine. The 
state averages 360 days a 
year with sunshine. 

Charles Hohn, Extension 
water resource specialist 
for New Mexico State Uni¬ 
versity, said, "We can 
count on 500 to 600 
minutes of sunshine every 
day, and we can convert 
that directly to horsepowor 
with photovoltaic cells."

Reno lab demonstrates 
new livestock fencing 


"Barbed wire was hard to 
coraB by," said John Wall, 
with a New Zealand roll to 
his speech, as he described 
the development of a high 
tensile strength, smooth 
wire farm and ranch fence 
that hnd its beginnings, 
1973, In New Zealand, 

Wall talked about his 
fence as he drove posts and 
Btretched wire at the 
University of Nevada's 
Main Station Field 
laboratory in Rono. He 
wa9 working with John and 
Bill Warren of Reliable 
fence Co. in Sparks, who, 
along with Koppers Co. of 
Pittsburgh, Penn., were 
donating the fence to the 
University. The work was 
done In mid-September. 

“We’re fencing about 
three acres here as a sheep 
pasture,” said Bill Warren, 
“(or demonstration pur¬ 
poses. University scien¬ 
tists, as well as farmers and 
ranchers who visit, will be 
able to evaluate the fence 
relative to other fencing 
Jwteriala." The 10 strand, 
high tensile strength, 
smooth wire fence will have 
some strands electrified, 
jwt to keep the sheep in but 
jo dog-proof it, and to 
educate" some of the 
University's large breeding 
oulis for their cattle pro¬ 
gram in adjacent pastures.

"You don’t get the cuts 
and knicks with this kind 
of fence," Wall explained, 
saying, "a lot of hideB 
evoryday ore rejected for 
prime leather because they 
have old barbed wire marks 
on them.” 

Wall, who is based in 
Pennsylvania, has been ouL 
in the West putting on 
workshops for the Koppers 
Co. on installation of the 
smooth wire fences. He is a 
nn Live of New Zealand and 
first developed the fence 
there. He hod driven nn 
especially build pick-up 
track with a post driver on 
it all the way from Penn¬ 
sylvania. Both the Warrens 
said it was the best driver 
of its kind they had seen. It 
easily drove round, 
creosote treated wood 
posts into the Main Station 
field soils. It, of course, 
wasn't designed for rocky, 
type terrain.

' ‘ Electrical technology 
started out with direct cur¬ 
rent, but got switched over 
to the alternating current 
most of us have been living 
with for the past 75 years. 
But to take full advantages 
of solar power, we’re going 
to have to go back to direct 
current again," he said. 

Photovoltaic cells con¬ 
vert sunlight directly to 
direct current (DC) power. 
One photocell doesn’t pro¬ 
duce much electricity, but 
there are no moving ports. 
No croaking and groaning, 
nothing to break or wear 
out. 

The experimental project 
is based on an array of 157 
photovoltaic panels, each 
containing about 20 three- 
inch circles of silicon. In 
the middle of a sunny day, 


iL.s punk nut puL is about 60 
volts at 20 amps, or about 
one and a half horsepower. 

The power is put through 
a switching pa rial, a box 
full of batteries, and finally 
reaches a one horsepower 
motor that drives a pump 
jack through u bell and 
pulley. 

Hohn said, "We're losing 
some power with this up- 
and-down pump arrange¬ 
ment we have here, and 
through tho pump's gear¬ 
box, hut we're pumping 
wHter without wind.” 

The idea of pumping 
water with sunshine has 
been around for several 
years, and the technology 
to do the job has been 
around for a few years.

"On 
an avorago 600-minute day, 
that's almost 3,000 gallons 
of water," Hohn snid. 
"That will support 160 
head of cattle—they drink 
about 20 gallons a day in 
the heat of summer.”

The 97-million-bushel 
figure comprises corn 
under loan which has not 
previously been entered in¬ 
to a feed grain reserve, the 
source said. USDA officials 
estimate that about 70 
million bushels of the 
1980-crop com will actually 
be entered into the new 
reserve. There were 189.5 
million bushels of old-crop 
corn in the reserve on Sept. 
30. 

Only 1980-crop com cur- 
runtly under a Commodity 
Credit Corp. loan can be 
enLored into the reserve, 
the sources said. Corn that 
was previously under loan 
hut has since been redeem¬ 
ed is not eligible, and 
neither is corn that has 
previously been in a 
reserve. 


redeemed, the farmer 
would bo allowed to enter 
only the remaining 10,000 
bushels of 1980-crop corn 
into tho now reserve, Tom 
Hammer, deputy undersec* 
re tary for international af¬ 
fairs and commodity pro¬ 
grams told CNS. 

To attract participation 
in tho reserve program, 
USDA is using three incen¬ 
tive measures: a $0.15% 
per bushel increase or 
"premium" on the regular 
corn loan rate of $2.40, an 
advance storage payment 
of 2G.5 cents per bushel and 
a waiver of interest charges 
on the reserve loan after 
the First year. 

Under the program, 
farmers accept these incen¬ 
tives in return for keeping 
their grain off the market 
until prices rise to a trigger 
luvol, or tho three-year 
reserve loan expires. 

The trigger price of $3.15 
per bushel for corn matches 
the full cost of production, 
a USDA official said.

taxpayer population it’s 
now called current use val¬ 
uation. 

Generally, when real pro¬ 
perty is valued for an 
estate it's figured at "high¬ 
est and best use." Obvious¬ 
ly, as urban areas encroach 
on prime farmland, highest 
and beat use can mean a po¬ 
tential shopping center or 
housing development. So, 
the 1976 tax law allowed a 
special use valuation if cer¬ 
tain conditions were met. 
Those conditions were px- i 
tremoly restrictive and i 
complicated, but the 1981 i 
law has made modifica* ’ 
tions that mean everyone < 
who wants to keep a ranch- t 
ing operation in the family t 
should seriously consider c 
Implementing this current 
use valuation. € 

Since the 1976 law he- f 
came effective only slightly r 
over 3000 estates have t 
used this method to reduce e 
the tax owed, but the die- t 
counts from fair market a 
value have averaged about c 


G0%. 

Under the new Inw the 
maximum amount by 
which a taxable estate can 
be reduced by using cur¬ 
rent use valuation is 
$600,000 for 1981, 
$700,000 for 1982, and 
$760,000 for 1983 and sub¬ 
sequent years. The old 
limit was $600,000. NCA 
and other farm organiza¬ 
tions pushed hard for a $1 
million ceiling, but Con¬ 
gress balked at the pro¬ 
jected revenue loss. 

Generally, the property 
must have been owned by 
the descednnt or member of 
docendant’s family for 6 of 
tho last 8 years prior to 
death. Now the pre-death 
qualified use requirement 
can be satisfied by either 
the descendant or the des¬ 
cendant's family, retroac¬ 
tive to Jan. 1, 1077. And, 
the now law redefines fam¬ 
ily to include a person's 
spouse, parents, brothers, 
Bisters, children, stepchil¬ 
dren, and the spouses and 
lineal descendants of all 
those. 


Further modification al¬ 
lows net slinre rentals to be 
used in the formula valua¬ 
tion method when no cash 
rontals are available. And, 
timber qualifies ns real pro¬ 
perty for this special use 
valuation. 

Material participation, 
which was a sore point 
under the old law, has been 
re-defined. Now an estate 
can qualify for special use 
valuation even If the de¬ 
ceased owner became per¬ 
manently disabled or was 
the recipient of social se¬ 
curity payments. 

The new law also short¬ 
ens the recapture period 
from 16 years to 10. This 
provision essentially says 
that all or a portion of the 
estate tax benefits at¬ 
tributable to the special 
use valuation are to be re- • 
raptured If the property is 
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disposed of to anyone other 
than a family member, or 
the operation is no longer 
used for farming, within 10 
years of the owner's death. 
Another break under the 
new law is a grace period of 
two years from the time of 
owner's death until other 
family members actually 
have to takeover. 

All these changes gen¬ 
erally go into effect for 
estates of persons who die 
after December 31, 1981. 
The executor of tho estate 
makes the election to use 
this provision of the new 
tax law, but obviously, be¬ 
cause of the complexity of 
the law, advance planning 
can be particularly helpful. 
There are some 23 technical 
changes, and some are 
retroactive to 1977. Note 
that any refunds have to be 
applied for by February 
1982, so if you think any of 
the changes 'may apply to ' 


your situation get your ac¬ 
countant busy researching 
so you won't miss that fil¬ 
ing date. 

As alwuys, with com¬ 
plicated tax regulations 
like this you need expert 
advice. The experts are 
hustling to interpret this 
one. But, it's a provision 
that can save a family 
ranch for your kids and 
grandchildren, so it's worth 
being sure Lhey understand 
the requirements and op¬ 
tions.

DEMAND AND TRADE FOR Fed cattle moved as slow 
as the creeping winter Lhis week with limited action occur¬ 
ring m every market. Both buyers and sailors remained 
very cautious with uncertainties in the direction of the 
live cattle market throughout most of the week. Live cat¬ 
tle prices were pushed lower in reaction to a lower trend¬ 
ing, unstable wholesale beef trade along with a continuing 
moderate federally inspected slaughter rate.

Individual producer res¬ 
ponsibility and involve¬ 
ment of local, private 
veterinarians are key 
elements of an effective 
brucellosis eradication pro¬ 
gram, a Tennessee state 
veterinarian told a group of 
Farm Bureau represen¬ 
tatives attending a recent 
brucellosis meeting in 
Memphis. 

"Brucellosis is a serious 
matter and until now pro¬ 
blems in eradicating this 
chronic, unpredictable 
disease have been widely 
underestimated," said Dr. 
John R. Ragan, State 
Veterinarian, Tennessee 
Department of Agricul¬ 
ture. 

The meeting, called by 
the American Farm Bureau 
Federation (AFBF), brought, 
together commodity per¬ 
sonnel from Farm Bureaus 
in nine states whore tho 
disease is most prevalent. 

Another speaker, Dr. Bil¬ 
ly Johnson, senior staff 
veterinarian for cattle 
disease for the USDA- 
Animal and Plant Health 
Inspection Service, review¬ 
ed proposed changes in the 
department’s brucellosis 
eradication program. Ho 
also discussed prospects 
for federal funding of the 
program for the next fiscal 
year. 

Representatives of the 
state Farm Bureau in 
Arkansas, Florida, Geor¬ 
gia, Kentucky, Tennessee, 
Texas, Louisiana, Missouri 
and Mississippi, reviewed 
progress in their respective 
state eradication programs 
and shared ideas to in- 
wnase producer awareness

“Managing a modern 
farm operation in today's 
complex and risky world is 
no easy task,” 9ays Dr. 
James Ahrenholz, econo¬ 
mist with the Texas Agri¬ 
cultural Extension Service, 
Texas A&M University 
System. "Farmers face 
ever-changing conditions in 
tho weather, market place 
and their total environ¬ 
ment that- make their 
business a gamble." 

While farmers have 
always had to cope with 
various degrees or levels of 
risk, it's important for 
them to have a better 
understanding of the dif¬ 
ferent sources of risk in the 
decision-making process, 
notes Ahrenholz. 

He presents these major 
sources of agricultural risk 
as identified by Gene 
Nelson, Oregon State 
University, and Ted 
Nelson, Oklahoma State 
University, in a special Ex¬ 
tension Service, USD A 
report: 

• Production and yield 
risk: Yields and production 
can vary greatly due to 
weather, diseases, insects, 
varieties, machinery, tim¬ 
ing of practices and related 
factors. 

•Market and price risk: 
Prices paid for production 
inputs and received for 
farm products are affected 
by supply and demand con¬ 
ditions, trends, specula¬ 
tions, government pro¬ 
grams, commodity cycles, 
seasonal variation and con¬ 
sumer demand. 

•Business and financial 
risk: Increased UBe.of bor¬ 
rowed ■ capital and larger 
capital Investments, have 
increased financial risk and 
put more pressure on main¬ 
taining an adequate cash 
flow. 

•Technology and ob¬ 
solescence risk: Rapid 
development of new 
technology can. rodke. cur¬ 
rent' production methods

made. Thus there is risk in 
adopting new technologies 
too late as well as too soon. 

•Casualty loss risk: Loss 
of assets due to fire, 
weather and theft can be 
devastlng, especially in: in¬ 
flationary times. 

•Social and legal risk: 
Agriculture is subject to 
changing social attitudes 
that affect governmental 
laws and regulations deal¬ 
ing with such areas as en¬ 
vironmental protection, 
use of certain chemicals, 
and land use planning. 

•Human risk: Farming is 
a hazardous occupation, 
and accidents and health 
problems can be critical to 
the survival of the opera¬ 
tion, particularly during 
crucial production periods. 
Dishonesty and undepend¬ 
ability of business 
associates also can under¬ 
mine an efficient operation. 

The key to coping with 
the uncertainties of agricul¬ 
ture is the risk-taking at¬ 
titude of the farmer him- 
self-how he views risk," 
contends Ahrenholz. ‘If a 
farmer is to be happy with 
his decisions, he needs to 
make them so as to be con¬ 
sistent with his .attitudes 
regarding risk." 

Risk-taking attitudes 
mainly result from farming 
goals and objectives, finan¬ 
cial ability to assume the 
rlBk involved, and size of 
the possible gains or losses 
involved in the decision, 
There are ride takers, 
risk avoiders and risk 
neutral farmers, , notes the 
economist. All have their 
own management style and 
all dan be successful. The 
main point is that a farmer 
needs to consider his at¬ 
titude about taking risk 
since it will influence his 
decisions and give him a 
better feeling about them.

The causes of recent 
declines in deferred 
livestock futures volume 
and open interest aL Lhe 
Chicago Mercantile Ex¬ 
change are unclear, but the 
development is clearly 
limiting opportunities for 
commercial hedgers, 
markeL analysts told CNS. 

Some market watchers 
blame the thin trading in 
deferreds in new tax 
legislation and others say it 
is due to bear market condi¬ 
tions, but most agree 
diminished hedging oppor¬ 
tunities are the result. 

Don McDonnell, u live¬ 
stock specialist for Agri- 
Hedging Inc., is one broker 
who said he has experienc¬ 
ed the problem while t rying 
to place hedges Tor 
customers. 

“There's no liquidity in 
tho deferreds, no bids," 
McDonnell said. Orders in 
tho back months arc usual¬ 
ly part of market spreads, 
but the long-term capital 
gains traders have not been 
in the market. 

In October and Dec¬ 
ember 1982 live hogs, there 
is "no volume at all," 
McDonnol said, adding 
"Traders would have trad¬ 
ed these months if a bull 
move were expected." 

He said he had tried to 
sell 10 and 20 lots of Oc¬ 
tober and December 1982 
hogs and had had trouble 
finding buyers, even when 
offering to sell under the 
market. 

McDonnell said he solves 
the problem of hedging in 
the thin market by trading 
through December or April 
rather than more deferred 
months. 

“We're telling the 


hedgers to use Lhe rallies lo 
hedge." McDonnell said, 
“and I mean $2.00 or S3. 00 
by n rally." 

Tom Morgan, u livestock 
analyst for Keinokl Com¬ 
modities Inc., said many 
cattle arc now being placed 
on feed that are not hedg¬ 
ed. 

“Producers are waiting 
to hedge. They will bo sell¬ 
ing (futures) when April is 
at a good hedge price," 
Morgan said. 

Lloyd Aylesworth, a 
marketing analyst for 
Farmers Grain and Live¬ 
stock Inc., concurred that 
hedgers were having a hard 
time getLing orders filled at 
the desired price, hut added 
"If SU.Ofi is going to make 
or break u feodlot operator, 
he shouldn't be in the. cattle 
business." 

Liquidity in the deferred 
months of livestock futures 
is decidodly reduced from a 
year earlier. Live cattle 
volume figures show that 
trading in the deferred 
months of April, June and 
August 1982 constituted 
about 6% of tho total 
volume in September, com¬ 
pared with about 10% a 
year earlier. Last week’s 
opeu interest for the samB 
three contract months was 
about 18% of the total live 
cattle open interest, com¬ 
pared with 23% a year 
earlier, 

The same situation holds 
true for live hog futures. 
Volume in the deferred con¬ 
tract months of April, June 
and July 1982 was less 
than 5 % of the tolal 
volume in September, com¬ 
pared with more than 8% a 
year earlier. Last week's 
open interest for the same 


three contract months was 
about 13% of the total live 
hug open interest, com¬ 
pared with about 20% n 
your earlier. 

While analysts agree on 
the effects of the thin defer¬ 
red Leading, the causes are 
still opon to speculation. 
Some said hear markets are 
keeping public specul¬ 
ators—who traditionally 
trade the long side of a 
market and boost 
prices—out of the market. 

Others point to recent 
tax legislation, which 
prevents the use of tax 
straddles to defer or reduce 
tax payments. The tax 
traders had been active on 
both sides of many defer¬ 
red contracts, tho analysts 
said. 

Gary Lark, livestock 
specialist for Agra Trading 
Co., is convinced that 
diminished bock-month 
volume and open interest is 
a direct result of the new 
tax law. 

"Now that this law has 
passed, the incentive to 
trade the back months isn't 
there,” Lark 9aid. "The in¬ 
centive to trade is liquidity 
and why trade the back 
months if no one else is 
trading them?" 

However, Chuck Levitt, 
livestock analyst for Shear- 
son Loeb Rhoades Inc., 
said the bear markets this 
year have had a lot to do 
with the reduced deferred 
volume and open interest. 
He said the tax straddle 
type of trading would have 
been more prevalent in a 
bull market. The impact of 
its elimination cannot be 
fairly measured in this 
"shaky market" he said. 
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
